To the School Board and Citizens of the School Dis- 
trict of Monroe: 


I am pleased to present my second annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 


During the year 1930-1931 the total enrollment was 
86; the per cent of attendance, 95.51; cases of tardi- 
ness, 86; number of school visits by members of the 
board, 11, by superintendent, 107; by citizens, 460. 


Pupils on the honor roll for perfect attendance, 
neither late nor absent: Lyle Fraser, Mary Louise 
Fraser, Elwyn Gibson, Lillian Hurst, Patricia Little, 
Curtis Carter. 


The following pupils were promoted in June from 
the eighth grade to the high school: Frank Choate, 
Lyle Frazer, John Hall, Marion Johnson, Katherine 
Moore, Floyd Page, Merle Powers, Norma.

The enrollment for this year has been 77. The 
following list shows the names of the teachers, the 
srades, and number of pupils: Gertrude 8S.
